efforts have been made to construct such 
a railway, lines have been located and 
much work has been done towards con- 
struction; whereas, the reasons for fail- 
ure In each case, heretofore, have been 
exceptional and in no way implied any 
change in the conditions demanding the 
road; whereas, these reasons being now 
stronger than ever, from the fact that the 
mineral and other resources of the vari- 
ous states through which the road should 
pass have been developed, and have been 
found to be richer than ever anticipated, 
an unlimited market for coal and timber 
awaits tho construction of this road 
Tidewater; and, whereas, the Dumber of 
enterprises that would absorb capita! 
with an assurance of absolute certainty 
and profit arc more limited than hereto- 
fore; therefore.
